in the nature of Life Insurance which are more favourable 
to such employees that the benefits admissible under the 
Employees Deposit Linked Insurance Scheme, 1976 (herein¬ 
after referred to as the said Scheme); 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-scction (2A) of Section 17 of tho said Act and in con¬ 
tinuation of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Labour, S.O. 907 dated tho 5-3-1984 and subject to the

Andhra Pradesh suffering from T.B. and Silicosis. Besides, 
there is a 10 bedded scgiegatcil ward m the Central Hospital, 
Gangapur for the puipose. 

MISCELLANEOUS MEDICAL FACILITIES 

Under the I atal Accident and Benefit Scheme, the lund 
continued to provide financial assistance to the spouse ol a 
miner in the form of a lump-sum payment of Rs. 500 and 
monthly allowance of Rs. 150 in case of widow/widows and 
Rs, 100 per month to a dependent other than widow/widows 
is payable for a period of five years and a monthly scliolai- 
ship of Rs. 30 is' payable in respect of each school going 
child till the age of 21 years oi marriage, whichever is earlier. 
During the period under repott a sum of Rs, 5,0U0 to lire 
workers of Bhilwara region and one worker of Ka:ma region 
was provided under the Scheme.

Some Multi-Purpose Institutes 
have an additional Women Welfare Section which provides 
training in knitting tailoring, embroidery etc. Radio Sets and 
Black & While T.V. sets have been installed in mica mining 
areas, for recreational put poses.

The Cential Government, Ministry of Labour, vide its noti¬ 
fication No. L-290I2/40/86-D.IIKB) dated 6th March, 1987,

Mineral Development Corporation Ltd., in not pay¬ 
ing equal wages for equal work to and terminating 
the services of Sri Priyadarshi Shekhar,‘Ex-employee 
w.e.f. 29th June, 1985, is justified? If not, to what 
relief k the concerned workman entitled to ,} 

2. In the instant case after the icceipt of the reference a 
claim statement was filed on behalf of the workman on 
21 st August, 1987 thereupon a date was fixed for filing writ¬ 
ten statement on behalf of the management as 18th Septem¬ 
ber, 1987. On 18th September, 1987 none appeared from the 
side of the management and again 20th October, 1987 was 
fixed for filing written statement, But latter on one Sri N. 
Kumar put in his appearance from the side of the manage¬ 
ment and took notice of the date. Tn this case till 15th Febru¬ 
ary, 1988 written statement was not filed by the management 
and on 15th February, 1988 parties moved a joint applica¬ 
tion requesting that they Have arrived at a settlement on 
15th January, 1988 and the case be decided in terms of the 
said settlement. Parties have also filed photostat copy of the 
settlement dated 15th January, 1988 between Shri Vishan

By exercising its poweis under Section 10(1) of Indus¬ 
trial Disputes Act, the Government of India/Ministiy of 
Labour by its Order No. L. 45012/21 /86-D.lVl A) dated 
27th April, 1987 made the present reference on the follow¬ 
ing point of dispute. 

POINT OP DISPUTE 

“Whether the decision of the management of New 
Mangaloie Port Trust, l’anambur is justified in 
regularising only 50 per cent of the continuous ser¬ 
vice rendered by Smt. Vimla Bai. Hospital Atten 
dant, for the period from 3-8-1967 to 2-10-74? If. 
not, to what relief is the workman concerned 
entitled?" 

3. The first party urion has then filed its claim statement 
and contentions’, in brief, arc as follows : 

Smt K. Vimala Bai is an employee in the New Man¬ 
galore Port. She is a member of the tir-t party 
union. She was appointed as a nursing orderly 
with effect from 3-8-1967 on W'orkcharged esta¬ 
blishment. She continued to he on the work- 

charged establishment tlil 1-7-1968 and she was 
working in the construction division. On 1-7-1968 
she was transferred and placed under the control 
of Health Officer cum Assistant Surgeaon. Then 

she was paid from the Contingency Fund, though 
her post under workcharged establishment was 
sanctioned and continued till 31-3-1969. Upto 

2 10-1974 she was contniued to he under the con 
tir.gency fund. Then her services were regularised. 
She was not transferred to tbe contingency fund 
establishment at her instance or request. It is said 
that it was done .for the admrinisti ative purpose. 
The Union urged that her services should be regu¬ 
larised with effect from 3-8-196" 7 itself, but the 
second paity, gave only 50 per cent of the service 
she had put in between 1-7-1968 and 2-10-1974. 
Their demand was not consideied. On account of 
the said action she is loosing her pension and 
other benefits. The other workers who were emp¬ 
loyed op nj hoc basis and whose seivices were 
regdSfrised from the date of joining tune not been 
denied such benefit, ft is. therefore, prayed that 
an award may be passed granting her full service 
for the period from 2-8-1967 to 2-10 1974 and 
consequent benefits. 

4. The second party management has filed its counter 
statement and ns contentions in brief, are as fellows : 

It is true that she was first appointed as mining orderly 
on 3-8-67 on workcharged establishment and 
she continued to be there till 1-7-1968. It is true 
that she was transferred and placed under the 
control of the Health Officer and was paid from 
the contingency fund from 1-7-68 to U 10-69. She 
was continued to he unde r the contingency fund till 
2-I0 l 1974 Her services were regularised. She was 
given pen-ionary and othe; benefits as per Rule 15 
of the Central Services Pension Rules ar.d G.O 
dated 14-5-1968. Prior to 14-5-1968, there was ms 
provision *o count the contingency service for the 
purpose of pension. Relaxation of the piovisions 
will have adverse effects. Hei reference may be 
rejected.

8. My findings on the point of reference is as follows: 

The second party management is not justified in regularis¬ 
ing only 50 per cent of her continuous service from 3-8-67 
to 2-10-74. She is entitled to full regulat Nation and conse¬ 
quential benefits also. 

REASONS 

9. \VW1 Rajendtan Nair has swoin to all the pertinent 
averments mode in the claim statement that she was ap¬ 
pointed as the nursing orderly on 3-8-1967 and worked m 
the w’orkcharged establishment till 1-7-1968. He has further 
stated from 1-7-68 to 31-3-69 she was transferred by the 
management itself and worked under the Assistant Surgeon, 
though her old post had been .continued under the work- 
charged establishment. He further states that she worked 
under the \sssitmt Sutgeon till 2-10-1974, that the manage¬ 
ment has regularised only 50 per cent of her set vice ren- 
de r ed between 1-7-1968 and 2-10-1974. Paras U to 13 of 
Hs evidence disclosed that she learnt that she had been 
taken on the contingency establishment of the hospital 
only when she received lesser salaiy. Theie is a mere sug¬ 
gestion that she did not get any lesser salary in any month. 
The management, which had the relevant records should 
have produced the documents and should have established 
that site did not get lesser salary, when '-he was transferred 
to contingent establishment. The evidence of WWl in Para 
15 nroves that himself and Mohan Das who vere under 
the workcharged establishment, when there were appointed 
got lull reguiarisation on being made peimanent. It is not 
the case of the second party management that on 1-7-68 
she was transferred and put under the control of the Assist¬ 
ant Surgeon at net instance or request. It is not even 
the case of the mcond partv that any ordet in writing was 
issued to her that with effect from 1-7-68 she should works 
under the continngency establishment. 

10. The learned counsel for the second puitv referred to 
Swamv's Pension Compilation. Fx. Ml and pointed out 
Rule 1413) and argued that only half of the service paid 
from contingency will be allowed for the purpose of pen¬ 
sion etc. From Ex. M2 C.PAV.D. Manual Volume 111 Para 
24.10, it was pointed out that the employees working under 
the contingency fund will not be entitled to full regularisa- 
tion. Fx. M3 is the Xerox copy of the order showing that 
only half of the service paid from* contnigency for the 
period from 1-7-68 to 2-10-74 will be counted for pension 
etc. Tiiere is no dispute that she was originally appointed 
on 3-8-67 in the workcharged establishment. If she has not 
been continued in the workcharged establishment after 
1-7-68. it is on account of the administrative convenience 
of the second norty. There is absolutely no point in the 
contention as to why she shou’d not get full regularisation 
when she was not transferred to the contingency fund esta¬ 
blishment on her own. 

11. Ex. VV1 is a letter by the Secretary of the second 

party to the \sxistant t abour Commissioner showing that 
the second partv cannot re-open the case. Ex. W2 is the 
sheet containing brief facts of the case. Ex. W3 is the cer¬ 
tificate Issue! to WWl showing that he had joined the port 
■m 21-10-72 and was promoted as Driver on 19-12-1979. 
Ex. W4 is the certificate issued to Mohan Das and it show* 
that he joined the second party on 17-8-64 and on 16-10-87 

he was still in service as fireman. Fx. W3 and W4 support 

the contention of the fi T st party that in the rest of the cases 

tegularisation has been allowed to the full ex ( ent and that 

the case of Smt. Vimala Bai is iejected onlv for the reason 
that for a certain period she was working under the contin- 
genev fund establishment. This Tribunal is not concerned 
about the merits and demerits of the concerned provisions 
in i'xs Ml and M2. It is concerned only with the merits 
of ihe case at hand.

13 he first authority relates to the case where a private 
college was taken over by the Government. The requirement 
necessitated by the Government that a candidate mud be 
drawing certain amount of salary on a specified date, in 
order to claim certain benefits has been held to be discri¬ 
minatory. In ihe second authority it lias beer- laid down 
that merely because the conditions of service of a Govern¬ 
ment servant can be laid down by the legislature or by the 
Governor, it does not suggest that the inrisdiction of the 
properly constituted Tribunal to adjudicate an industrial 
dispute is affected. Tr the third authority it has been stated 
that there can be no Justification for Ce Government to 
totally obliterate the nast service of Health Inspectors, who 
we'-e under a rural institute From the principles laid down 
in the aforesaid 3 authorities it is obvious the second party 
cannot be permitted to discriminate, that too when there 
is no fault or the part of the concerns demployee, I find 
that the said employee is entitled to the full regularisatron 
as sought for. 

14. In the result, an award is passed to the effect that 
the second party management is not justified in regualris- 
ine only 50 per cent of conlniuous service rendered by 
Smt. Vimala Bai. Hospital Attendant for the period bet¬ 
ween 3-8-1967 and 2-10-1974. The second party shall alow

2- According t othe Reserve Baqfc Woikers’ Organisation, 
(heieinatter referred to as the Organisation) Shri C K. 
Shashikumar Statistical Assistant Class III Group D is en¬ 
titled to two advance incremerts and Smt. B. Jaya Laxmi, 
Statistical Assistant Class III Group D is entitled to two 
advance increments and/or special allowance in terms of 
the bipartite settlement dated 10-12-1984 since the Respective 
dates on which they pased the second part of the C.A. 
HUB Examination. Shri Shashi Kumar. Statistical Assist¬ 
ant was drawing pay of Rs. 17900 plus Rs. 40 special pay 
in the revised pay scale. He passed CAIIB Pait II in May, 
1985 and became eligible for two advance increments. The 
Bank granted him only one advance increment of Rs. 100 
as he had reached the stage of Rs. 1820 and refused to 
grant him specif)! pay of Rs. 80 in lieu of the secord ad¬ 
vance increment.

But it was subsequently withdiawn on the ground 
that the same would be admissible to him only on comple¬ 
tion of one year after reaching the maximum in the pay- 
scale. Smt. Taya Laxmi. Statistical Assistant had been 
drawing Rs. 1820 in the new pay scale on the date of the 
settlement and before she passed Part-TT of CAIIB Fxami- 
nation.

6. Accotdtng to the Organisation, the Bank has failed to 
implement these p.Ovisions in tespect of the two emp¬ 
loyees in question. 

7. It appeals taut the All India Reserve Bank Employees 
Association, heieattei referred to as ‘the Association’, which 
was a patty to the memorandum of settlement dated 12th 
October, 1984 had made representations to the Bank about 
the hardship cau eu to all the Class-111 employees in Gtoup 
B, C and D who acquired requisite educational qualifica¬ 
tions, qualifying cot grant of advance increments when they 
are at a pay scale in which there are no or not enough in¬ 
crements to be planted in terms of Part VI of the settle¬ 
ment dated 12-1U-1984 Negotiations were held between 
the Bank and tne Association regarding the provisions of 
Part VI of the said settlement in respect of grant of ad¬ 
vance increments and special allowance for acquiring edu¬ 
cational qualifications and as a result of these negotiations, 
a setlternent was arrived at between the Bank and the 
Association on 27-28th Januaty, 1988 by exchange of letters. 
By the letter dated 27th January. 1988, the Batik informed 
the General Secretary of the All India Reserve Bank Emp¬ 
loyees Association as follows ;— 

“2. The Bank has reconsider the matter and is agree¬ 
able to provide the benefit as indicated below : 

In case ot employees in Group B, C and D who 
acqune the educational qualifications, within the 
provisions of Part VI of the Settlement, dated 
12th October, 1984 at scale-pay when sufficient 
number of incremer.tis isiare not available, ap¬ 
propriate instaimentjs of post-scale special pay 
as provided in Part 1 of the Settlement shall be 
granted in lieu of increment/s. 

Special Allowance as provided in Part VI. C.2 of 
the Settlement shall continue to be granted to an 
employee on leaching the maximum of the in¬ 
cremental pay-seal? and after drawal of post¬ 
scale special pay m ful as provided in Part I of 
the Settlement.” 


8. It will also be seen frosp the above letter that the 
above benefit w« s given retrospective effect from, 1st July, 
It S3, the date on which Pa,t-IV or Memotandum of 
Settlement dalej 12th October, 1984 came into force. 

9., By their letter dated January 28, 1988, the Associa¬ 
tion gave its concunence to the proposals mentioned in the 
Bank’s letter dared 27th January, 1988. 

10. The Organisation filed a writing to th e effect that it 
is willing to adopt and accept in the interests of all the 
employees, the teirns of the sett’ement dated 27th/28th 
Januaiy, 1988 e a iced into by the Bank with the Associa¬ 
tion. 


11. As rightly stated by the Oiganisation, in the written 
submission filed today that the settlement dated 12th Octo¬ 
ber, 1984 stood amended to the extent of the terms of 
esettlement dated 27th/28th Januaiy. 1988. 

12. By virtue of the new settlement, Shri Shashi Kumar 
would be entitled to get one advance increment and special 
pay as mentioned in Note B under Group D category men¬ 
tioned in Part-I of the Memorandum of Settlement dated 
12tii October, 1984, while -Suit. Jaya Lax mi w ould be en- 
titeld to get two instalments of Special Pay as per the said 
note with effect from the respective dates on which they 
passed the Second Part of the CAIIB examination. 

13. Shri Deodhar, who appeared for th e Organisation con¬ 
ceded the pcsition that the settlement dated 27th/28th Janu¬ 
ary, 1988 substantially meets the demands in this dispute, 
if the said settlement is implemented in favour of the two 
employees concerned. 

14. I, therefore, diiect the Bank to pay one advance in¬ 
crement (if not already paid) and one instalment of Spe¬ 
cial pay to Smt. laya Laxmi from the tespective dates on 
which they passed the Second Part of the CAIIB exami¬ 
nation. 

15. Award accordingly.

1988 upon perusing the 
reference claim and counter statements and all other 
material papers on record and upon hearing the ar¬ 
guments of Thiruvalargal N.G.R. Prasad for Thiru- 
valargal Row and Reddy and R, Rujaram, Advocates 
appearing for the workman and of Thini T, S. Gopa- 
lan, Advocate appearing for the Management and this 


AWARD 

This dispute between the workman and the Man¬ 
agement of State Bank of India Madias-1 arises out 
oi a reference under Section 10(1) (d) of ttte Indus¬ 
trial Disputes Act, 1947 by the Government of India 
m its Ordef No. L-12012|125|84-LUI(A), dated 
22-11-1984 of the Ministry of Labour for adjudica¬ 
tion of ihe following issue : 

‘ Whether the action of the management of Stale 
Bank of India, Pondicherry branch is justi¬ 
fied in not absorbing Sri C Vasu, Part- 
time sub-stall on full time ? If not, to what 
relief is the workman concerned entitled ?” 

(2j in the claim statement filed, it is stated that 
the workman Thiru C. Vumi was engaged as a part- 
time Sweeper in the Respondent Bank in 1970. By 
a letter dated 30-12-1972 hj,. duty hours were in¬ 
creased from 13 to 18 hours with a corresponding 
increase in wages from 1 3id to 1)2 wages. He was 
later redesignated as Swecper-eum-CJeaner and paid 
3 4th wages. Whenever there was shortage of mes- 
sengei. the concerned workman was allotted with 
messenger wotk. On 17-7-1980 he had given a re¬ 
presentation to the Regional Manager that he should 
he given preference for appointment as full-time mes¬ 
senger as stipulated m the Hi-partite Settlement. He 
had worked 270 days as part-time Messenger. The 
Branch Manager by bis letter dated 27-3-1981 had 
recommended him to be appointed as full-time Mes¬ 
senger though he had nor passed VIII Standard 
However, the recommendation was not accepted and 
he was not given the messenger's post. It is contend¬ 
ed that he should have been given preference in the 
recrultmtnt of full-time Swecper-cum-Cleaner post 
and that may Sweepers on lull-time basis had been 
tilled up after his appoinum nt as part-time Sweeper 
which would amount to discrimination in the mat¬ 
ter ot employment. Hence it i-, staled that the action 
of the Respondent-Managenu nt in not absorbing 
Thiru C. Vasu on full-time ba-is is not justiikd and 
it is prayed that an award may be passed directing 
the Management to absorb him on full-time basis. 

(3) In the counter statenum tiled hv the Res¬ 
pondent-Bank the allegations made in the claim 
stat< ment are denied. The representative character 
of ihe Petitioner-Union to espouse the cause of the 
workman is challenged, It is conceded that the con- 
cermd workman was engaged as a part-time Swee¬ 
per from 9-3-1970 and he was paid 3 4th wages 
from 1-17-1978. Ihe concerned workman could not 
be converted a full-lime Messenger as he bad not 
passed VIIf Standard and ‘June was no vacancy for 
full-time Sweeper for which he could be considered. 
If is further staled that no vacancy of full-time 
Sweeper had arisen in the Pondicherry Brunch to 
accommodate the concerned workman. He was lack¬ 
ing in basic qualification, viz., a pass in VIII Stan¬ 
dard to be considered for full-time employment as a 
Messenger. Hence an award may be passed rejecting 
the claim of the Petitioner. 

(4) 'flic jxiint for consideration is as contained in 
the reference. 
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(5) No oral evidence was adduced of either side. 
Exs.W-l to W-8 were relied upon by the Petitioner- 
Union and Exs.M-1 to M-6 weie marked on bchalt 
of the Respondeni-Baiik. 

(0) 1 he cause oL the workman Thiru C. \asu em¬ 
ployed as a part-time Sweeper m the Respondent 
Bank has been espoused by the Petitioner-Union. Al¬ 
though in the counter statement, averments were 
made disputing the Representative character of the 
Union to raise the dispute, it has not been seriously 
pressed. I he concerned woikmau Thiru C. Vasu was 
appomed as a part-tmiL Sweeper from hill March, 
1970 as disclosed by tin appointment order Ex.W-l. 
Subsequently, by an older dated 17-11-1978 mark¬ 
ed as £\.W-2 he had been re-designated as part-time 
Sweeper-ciun-Cleaner with ineiease in the woiking 
hours and 3|4tli ot the scale of pay applicable to the 
subordinate stall, llis working hours were from 
0.30 A.M. to 10,00 AAl. and between 1.15 PM and 
2.30 P.M. It would ai pear that due to shortage ol 
ltussengcr stall, during the perioo from 8-11-1976 
to 30-7-1979, the said lhiiu l . V'asu had worked 
as a part-time Messenger tor an aggregate period of 
about 270 days. As matter of fact, the Branch Man¬ 
ager by a letter dated 27-3-1981 marked as Ex.W-4 
had mentioned about the concerned workman Thiru 
C. Vasu being utilised as a pail-tune Messenger and 
had recommended his ippomtmnit 10 Messenger’s 
cadre although he did not hate the prescribed quali¬ 
fication ot a pass in VIII Standaul. The recommen¬ 
dation was not accepted by the Management tor 
want of proper qualification for appointment to the 
post of Messenger. On the basis of Ex.W 5, which 
purpoitj to be a certificate issued by the Social Edu 
cation Centre, Ponjiehvrr, dated 3(1-9-1982 it is con¬ 
tended that the workman Thiru C. Vasu had the 
prescribed qualification of a pass In VIII 5'tandaru 
The argument is untenable and tlu letter dxted 11th 
January,, 1983 marked as Ex.M 2 received by the 
Rcspondsiit-Baiik Irom the Education Department 
Government of Pondicherry states that Thiru C. 
Vasu had been coached only tor the VIII Standard 
and appeartd for the Public Exu.inmoi.ion (ESSLC of 
Tamil Nadu Government) during December, 1982- 
The concerned wnrku^m had conveniently suppress¬ 
ed these facts evidently because he had failed in his 
attempt to pass the ESSLC Public Examination, 
which alone would make him eligible for being con¬ 
sidered for a Messenger’s post. In this connection, 
the Respondent-Bunk has drawn my attention to the 
circular marked as Ex.M-3 dated 27-4-1984 which 
pn scribes minimum educational qualification of VIII 
Standard pass tor promotion in till branches of the 
Respondent-Bank and accordingly as a matter of po¬ 
licy. no post in a messenger cadre had been filled 
up subsequent to the circular without the person pos¬ 
sessing the minimum education il qualification <4 
Vfll Standard pass. This is not controverted b\ the 
other side. The learned counsel for the Petitioner- 
Union had referred to Ex.M-4 and Ex. M-5 vvhiuh re¬ 
late to particulars of two employees who had been 
appointed as Messengers without possessing the pre¬ 
scribed qualification of VIIT Standard pass. Tn this 
connection, it is oertinent to note that the appoint¬ 
ment of Thiru G Krishnamurthv as a messenger as 
disclosed bv Hx.M 4 W;R on 8 1-1974 and he war 
confirmed on 8-7 1974 This was not only prioi to 
the Circular Ex. M-3 but also prior to the period 
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when the concerned workman. Thiru C. Vasu was 
allotted the work of a messenger stab, namely, 
on 8-11-1976. Similarly Ex.M-5 xclates to Thiru 
Ruthinu Pillai Subramanian who was designated as 
a Messenger. Even though his academic qualification 
was 111 torm (tailed ) he was appointed on 26-3-65 
and confirmed on 26-9-1965 which was long before 
ihe isme ot the Circular Ex.M.3. Moreover, the con¬ 
cerned person had also subsequently passed ESSLC 
on 25-4-1986 as mentioned in Ex.M-5. In the ab¬ 
sence of the requiied qualification for being consi¬ 
dered as a messengir stall, the concerned workman 
fhiru C. Vasu cannot put fonvard a claim to be 
appointed a 1 - a lull-time Messenger 

(7 ) Ihe only other point to bo considtred is 
wlietlnr his non-absorption as a full-time Sweeper by 
the RLspondent-Bank is justified or not. In this con¬ 
text, the learned counsel for the Respondent-Bank 
has rightly urged that he could be absorbed as a 
full-time Sweepei only if there is a vacancy in the 
same cadre and in the same Branch and subject to 
the Bank Recruitment Rule,. In tile absence of any 
evidenct of any such vacancy existing in the Res¬ 
pondent-Bank, the concerned workman cannot have 
anv grievance of not being absorbed as a full-time 
Sweeper in the bianch where he is working. It is no 
doubt true that one Thiru S. Devasaguyam has been 
appointed as a full-time Sweeper in Lire Respondent- 
Bank subsequently. However, on a perusal of lx. 
M-6, an extract of the Service Sheet relating to 
Thiru S- Dcvasagayam, it is manifest that he was 
appointed on compassionate grounds on the death 
of his father Thiru M. Svvaminathan, who was work¬ 
ing as a Messenger in the Branch of the Respon¬ 
dent-Bank at Aurovilk. The appointment having 
been made on humanitarian grounds and in excep¬ 
tional cncimistances. it cannot be contended that 
Thiru C. Vasu had been discriminated against. The 
learned counsel lor the R'sporident-Bank has fairly 
stated that in case the concerned workman wishes 
to puss the ESSLC examination the Bank would 
favourably consider his appointment as Messenger 
or he would have to wait his turn for being appoint¬ 
ed as full-time Sweeper on a permanent vacancy 
arising in the branch where he is working. It is hop¬ 
ed that the concerned woikman would make neces¬ 
sary elTovls to avail of the oiler made by the Man¬ 
agement-by appearing for and succeeding in ESSLC 
public examination, which cannot be considered as 
too difficult a task to be accomplished- 

(8) In tht circumstances of the case, an award is 
passed holding that the non-absorption of Thiru C. 
Vasu. part-time Sub-Stuff on full time is juyjfied 
and the concerned workman is not entitled to any 
other relief. There will be no order as to costs.

A ehaigc beet dated 6-5-76 was sub¬ 
mitted againist the concerned workman with the 
following allegation :— 

“If has been reported to me by the ASI (CSF) 
that on 18-4-76 at 8.00 A.M. you were 
caught red handed while making 
“KARAHI” and after through enquiry, it 
is learnt that you had taken away non 
sheet of 1 1 A inches thickness from the col¬ 
lie ry. 

The above action of yours is misconduct 
in terms of the following para of our cet ti¬ 
lled Standing Orders •- -

29(2) Theft fiaud or dishonesty in connec¬ 
tion with the company's- business or pro¬ 
perty. 

Please show cause within 72 hours of 
the receipt of this chargeshcct as fo v.hy 
appropriate disciplinary action 'hall not be 
taken against vou,"

J e concerned workman submitted his reply to 
hargcshcet on 19-4- 7 6 denying the ^allegation, 
tafter the management appointed ail enquiry 
officer. The concerned workman fully participated in 
the domestic enquiry proceeding and defended his 
case. According to the concerned workman the iron 
sheet wvas lying over a drain for the last 15 to 20 
years ago-since much before the uationalisarion of 
the Coal Mines. The said iron sheet was used for 
crossing a drain and the workman also took their 
bath on the said iron sheet. The concerned worktn 
stated that he had neither stolen the iron sheet nor 
he had brought if by illegal means and that lie had 
not committed theft as th-: said iron sheet was of no 
use to the colliery. His further case is that the reason 
foT proceeding against him was that Shn Ojha him¬ 
self wanted to have the said iron sheet for his own 
use and when the concerned workman refused to 
part wath it. Shri Ojh t brought false allegation 
against him. 

The enauiry oj'ieei in his enquiry report Txf M-7 
dated 14-8-76 ohserved after discussing the evidme.- 
as follows 

“On the whoE it is evident from the defendant 
witness that the charge riieoted workman 
had taken nwav the material due to igno¬ 
rance of, the s.“;ousness of the matter as 
be had > some Impression in his mind that 
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Thereafter the enquiiy Cheer held that the charge 
under clause 29(2) theft, fraud or dishonesty in con¬ 
nection ivith the Comparn s business or pioperty 
was proved beyond doubt and as such Ihe charge- 
sheeted workman was found guilty of the alleged 
misconduct. It was on this report of the enquiry 
officer that the coucerneu workman was dismissed 
from service b\ order dated 15-9-76 with immediate 
effect. 

After the dismissal of the concerned workman, an 
industrial dispute was rai eu on his behalf which on 
failure, before the conciliation officer was referred 
Tor adjudication bv the Central Government under 
Section 10 of the T.D. Act to the Central Govern¬ 
ment Industrial Tribunal No. 3, Dhanbad. Subse¬ 
quently the case was transferred by the Ministry of 
T abour from Central Government Industrial Tribu¬ 
nal No. 3, Dhanbad to this Tribunal vide their order 
No. SmI 1025(2) 70-D.IVYB) dated 22-6-79. There¬ 
after this reference was registered ,u Ref, No. 76|79 
by the Central Go't Industrial Tribunal No. 2. 
Dhanbad 

Em Tier on 6-4-78 the Presiding Officer of Central 
Government Industrial Tribunal No 3. Dhanbad had 
decided the preliminary issue and had held that the 
enquiry was fair proper and in aecoidance with the 
principles of natural justice. Thus finalv the decision 
of the case on merit was to he made on the materials 
which were a1read\ on the record of the enquiry 
proceeding. 

Central 'Tribunal No, 2. Dhanbad 

after trahsfJil^y^^^Kil^i'rom the file of Central 
Govt. I a d u*Brr^x fraCdjaHrisBt ^ Dhanbad considered 
Ihe question wfi'"thf*tSo--'i of the management 
in disrtiissing the dflP*ajJp3lworkman was justified 
and held that the concem^l workman dishonestly 
removed the iron sheet for his own use although it 
was the property of the company where he was en¬ 
gaged as labourers and accordingly he justified the 
action of the management in dismissing the con¬ 
cerned workman from serv'ec. 

It was contended before his Lordships on behalf 
of the concerned worktn in that on the finding re¬ 
corded bv the enquiry officer us also the material 
placed before the Enquiry Officer no misconduct had 
been proved. His T.oia.bqw phoned as follows ■ — 

“Having considered Mi6 record placrd before me 
and the submission advanced bv the learned 
counsels appearing on behalf of the peti¬ 
tioner as well as respondent No. T, T have 
come to the conclusion that this Writ ap¬ 
plication must bi allowed. It is apparent 
that the eh-irg- framed against the peti¬ 
tioner was of misconduct, in as much as 
he is-alleged to have committed theft of 
company’s property or acted fraudulently 


the above matei'el which was no use to the 
company can be utilised by the workman 
and hence, it was the only leason that the 
charge sheetc ] workman had admitted his 
guilt for taking awiy company’s material.’’ 
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or dishonestly in connection with the com¬ 
pany’s property. The finding of the enquiry 
Officer was that out of ignorance he had 
taken away ironsheet under the impression 
that the said iron sheet was of no use to 
the company and could be utilised by him. 
Such, fljidmg completely excluded any dis¬ 
honest or fraudulent, intention on the part 
of the petitioner. The charge of theft or 
fraud or dishonesty includes an element of 
mens-rea which, on the finding recorded by 
the Enquiry Officer was completely absent 
m the instant case. One can visualise that 
in a coal mining area as iron sheet was ly¬ 
ing for years together over a draiu, Ob¬ 
viously a person like the petitioner may 
have though that it was of no use to the 
company since admittedly it was being 
used by some of the workers in taking 
bath sitting on the said iron sheet. Under 
this impression, and particularly since the 
iron sheet was not being used by the 
colliery in connection with any of its 
workers, it cannot be said that if the peti¬ 
tioner brought it to his hutment for mak¬ 
ing a Karahi out of it, he intended to com¬ 
mit theft so that his conduct was dis¬ 
honest or fraudulent.The en¬ 

quiry officer, however, went wrong in find¬ 
ing that the charge levelled against the 
petitioner had been established on his own 
finding, the charge of theft or d'shonestv 
or fraudulently conduct in connection with 
company’s property was 1 not made out since 
the petitioner’s conduct as found by him 
lacked mens real. He was, therefore wrong 
in coming to the conclusion ihat the charge 
had been proved. The management acted 
mechanically upon the report of the en- 
quhy officer and ordered dismissal of the 
petitioner. 

The Tribunal also fell into the same er¬ 
ror. I find no justification for inference 
drawn by the Tribunal that the petitioner 
had dishonestly removed the iron sheet 
for his own use. The petitioner had 
acted without a guilty mind, and as 
found by the enquiry officer the action of 
removal of iron sheet lying on the drain 
was on. account of his ignorance of the fact 
that technically the iron sheet belonged to 
the company although it aopeared to be 
thrown away property The Tribunal was 
therefore not justified in inferring that the 
.petitioner’s conduct was dishonest, and 
therefore, charge of theft had been made 
out against him.” 


Tt will thus be clear from his Lordshm discussion 
and conclusion that the charge of theft fraud or dis¬ 
honesty in connection with Company’s business, or 
property under clause 29(2) of the Standing Orders 
was and established and there is no scope left after 
his Lordship decision that the said matter has to be 
considered again bv this Tribunal. It has therefore to 
be held that the charge levelled against the concern¬ 
ed workman under clause 29(2) of the Standing 


Orders was not established against the concerned 
workman. 

His Lordship in para-11 of his order has stated 
that the “question still remains as to whether in the 
facts and circumstances of the case the petitioner has 
committed any misconduct. It is not possible for this 
Court to start a fresh enquiry into the matter to find 
out whether the petitioner has committed any other 
misconduct under the Certified Standing Orders to 
the colliery.” Thus it will appear from his Lordship’s 
order that it has to be seen in this case on remand 
whether the petitioner has committed any miscon¬ 
duct other than the misconduct for which he was 
charged. The scope of the Tribunal in relation to a 
case of dismissal of a concerned workman after hold¬ 
ing an enquiry into the charges is limited. The Tri¬ 
bunal has to sec whether there are materials on the 
record of the enquiry proceeding to hold that the 
charge alleged against t.he concerned workman had 
been established and if the Tribunal comes to the 
conclusion that the charge levelled against the con¬ 
cerned workman has not been established on the 
materials on the record of the enquiry proceeding, 
the Tribunal has no jurisdiction to frame charge in 
respect of any other allegation which were not the 
subject matter of the chargesheets levelled against 
the concerned workman The Tribunal has to con¬ 
fine itself to the charge sheet already framed against 
the concerned workman by the management and the 
materials which have been produced before the en- 
ciuirv officer. The learned Advocate appearing on 
behalf of the management before me has rightly con¬ 
ceded that ther is no other charge aeamst the con¬ 
cerned workman except the charge which was level¬ 
led against him by the management. Tn view of the 
above I do not and any scope or considering whether 
anv misconduct other than the misconduct charged 
acainst the concerned workman was there which re¬ 
quires to be considered by this Tribunal. I hold 
therefore that there is no other charge of miscon¬ 
duct against the concerned workman nor the same 
has been established by the management and as such 
I hold that the concerned workman cannot be held 
guilty of any other misconduct, 

As his Lordship himself has come to the conclusion 
that the charge of theft, fraud and dishonesty with 
the company’s property has not been established 
against the concerned workman, the punishment of 
dismissal as passed aw’nst him is not at all justi¬ 
fied and the said order of dismissal has to be set 
aside. 

In the result, T hold that the action of ffic man¬ 
agement of East Bhuggadih colliery of M|s. BCCL in 
dismissing the concerned workman Shri Pareshwar 
Mahato MinerlLoader with effect from 15-9-76 is 
not justified. The management is, therefore, d : reeled 
to reinstate the concerned workman in service with 
effect from 15-9-76 with all back wages and other 

consequential benefits.

forthwith but not later than a period of one month 
flora, the date of publication of this notification in 
the Official Gazette ; 

(ii) No building or structure higher than the height speci¬ 

fied in Annexure II to this notification shall be 
constructed or created, or no tree which is likely to 
grow or ordinarily grows higher than the height 
specified in the said Annexure II, ihall be planted, 
on any land within arndius of twenty kilometres 
■ from the aerodrome reference point (ARP) ot the 
aerodromes listed in Annexure III to this notifica¬

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ANNEXURE—II 

The permissible elevations are to be worked out based 
upon the aerodrome and ground aids, the radio navigational 
aids and operational requirements of minimum obstacle clear¬ 
ance for safeay of aircraft operations. The lowest elevations 
thus worked out will be applicable for any stiucturo/building. 

1. Based on Aerodrome and Ground Aids. 

1.1 Take-off climb /approach areas and surfaces -Maxi¬ 
mum permissible elevation is below 2 per cent dope from 
end of the basic strip upto a distance of 2285 metres on the 
extended centreline of the runway. 

1.2 Transition, surface.—The maximum permissible height 
will be 14.3 per cent in the area which shall be measured in 
a vertical plane at right angle to the centteline of the run¬ 
way upto a distance of 474 meties for instrument runway and 
400 metres for non instrument runway. 

1.3 Inner Horizontal Surface.—The maximum permissible 
height of a structure below the inner Horizontal Surface will 
be 45 metres above the aerodrome reference point if ihe run¬ 
way length is less than 1525 metres and will he 45 metres 
above the nearest runway and elevation if the runway length 
is 1525 metres or more. 

1.4 Conical Surface.—The slope in the conical surface will 
be measured above the Inner Horizontal Surface in the verti¬ 
cal plane beyond a distance of 4000 metres extanding upto 
6100 metres from the aerodrome reference point, if the runway 
length is equal to or less than 1525 metres and from the 
nearest runway and if runway is more than 1525 metres. The 
height applicable will be 45 metres plus J per cent of the 
slope of the distance more than 4000 metres above the aero¬ 
drome reference point. 

1.5 Outer Horizontal Surface—Outer Horizontal Surface 
shall extend from 6100 metres from the aerodrome reference 
point upto 15240 metres and the applicable height will be 
150 metros above the aerodrome reference point.

2.4 A.S.R.—Beyond 305 metres of the facility, the structure 
should not subtend an angle of elevation more than 0.5 degree. 

2.5 ARSR/SSR.—Beyond 610 metres of the facility upto 1 
NM, structure is allowed unto radnr antenna height, More 
than 1 NM. structure- should not form an angle of elevation 
more than 0.5 degree. 

2.6 Extended Range VHF,—Beyond 305 metres from the 
antenna front, the elevation angle permitted is 0.5 degree in 
the line of shoot (10 degrees on either side of the desired 
direction). 

3. Based on Operational Criteria—The heights of structures 
shall he restricted with refe ence to fhe.Ohs'acle <"W--vire 
Altitudes as published in Notices to Airmen and amended from 
time to time. The verticie clearance between the structure 


and the aircraft making an instrument approach to land shall 
be upto 150 metres. 

NOTE (Definitions) 

1. Basic Strip.—A uniform strip of 150 metres on tither 
side of the centreline of the runway which extend 60 metres 
beyond each extremity of the runway and or associated stop 
way of instrument runway and 75 metres in case of non- 
hwirument runway. 

2. Take-off climb & Approach Surface.—The land enclosed 
in the approach funnel of all runways where distances are 
measured from each end of the runway along its extended cen¬ 
tral line (see Annexurc-I)- 

/ 

3. Transition Area.—Transition area is an area which is 
below a specified surface sloping upwards and outwards from 
the edge of the approach funnel and from the line originating 
at the end of the inner edge of each approach area drawn 
parallel to the runway centreline in the direction of landing 
and along the line at right angle to the centie lino of the 
runway. 

4. Inner Horizontal Surfuce. —A horizontal surface of radius 
4000 metres located from the aerodrome reference point if 
the runway length is to or less than 1525 metres and from 
the runway end if tho run,way length is more than 1525 metres. 
The i.H.S. may be of composite pattern which may consist 
two or more circular patterns centred at different runway ends 
and then joined tcngentially. 

5. Conical Surface.—Conical Surface shall be projected 
upwards and outwards from the periphery of I.H.S. upto a 
distance of 6100 metres from the A.R,P/nearest runw'ay end. 

6. Outer Horizontal Surface.—The Outer horizontal surface 
shall extend from tho preiphery of conical surface upto a 
distance of 15240 metres from the ARP. 

7. Aerodrome Reference Point.—It is a designated point 
which is established in the horizontal plane at or near the 
geometric centre of the landing area. 

8. Elevation or Reduced Level,—It is a vertical distance of 
a point or a level on or affixed to the surface of the earth 
mgnsured from mean sea level. 

9. For description of ‘approach funnel*, ‘runway strip’, 
transitional areas’. Horizontal and conical surface, see diagram 
Annexure IV to this Notification. 

Description of Communication/Navigatiopal Facilities : 

1. VOR/TVOR/DVOR:—V.H.F. Omni Radio Range (VOR) 
Terminal V.H.F. Omni Radio Range (TVOR) and Doppler 
V.H.F. Omni Radio Range operating in the VHF band of 
frequencies 112 to 118.0 Mhz radiate signals whereby an air¬ 
craft with the help of an instrument in, its cockpet when turned 
to the ground equipment frequency automatically gets his 
direction with respect to the facility. This helps an aircraft 
to navigate on a predetermined course or to home to an oir- 
Prut served by the facility. 

2 ILS.—It is an abbreviation for “Instrument Landing Sys¬ 
tem , It serves to help an aircraft to make a safe landing on 
the runway served by the ILS in condition of poor visibility. 
It comp iscs of the following component facilities. 

(if Localiser.—This facility radiates VHF signals which 
when picked up by an aircraft guide it onto the centre line 
of the runway, j n the horizontal plane. Normally situated 
about 305 metres from the runway end. 

(ii) Glide Path.—This facility radiates TJHF (Ultra High 
Frequency) signals. It is normally situated about 275 metres 
Vi-T 05 metre,] from t1lc tumvay threshold and offset about 
122 metres to 137 metros from (be centreline of the rirawav. 
This provides the glide angle information to a landing aircraft 
Y 1,1 t,le he [P of . a n instrument in the cockpit which when 
turned to the glide path frequencies indicates whether the 
aircraft is flying up or down or along the correct glide angle. 
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(iii) Outer Marker Outer Locator.—Outer Mtrker facility 
relating on 75 MHz in the VHF band is normally installed 
Jong the extended centreline of ihc runway at a distance 
between 3.5 and 6 nautical milej (1 nautical mile—lba3 
netres). 

It produces radiation pattern to indicate to the landing air- 
:raft the predetermined distance from the thieshold along the 
[.L.S, glide path. 

3. RADAR 

(i) ASR.—It ig a radar facility serving an aerodrome to scan 
the air traffice within 50 to 60 nautical miles of the aero¬ 
drome. 

(if) ARSR/SSR.—Air Routes Surveillance Radar is a high 
power long range radar covering i distance of 200 nautical 
miles approx. It scans air traffic to a larger distance than 
ASR. 


4. Communication/Navigattonal Facilities. — 

(i) Microwave Link.—It is a radio facility whereby mostly 
radar intelligence is earned to the Air iralfic Control Display 
site. 

(ii) Extended Range VHF.—It is a VHF two way air-ground 
communication facility employing high power VHF trans¬ 
mitter. The normal VHF range of 150 to 200 nautical miles 
is extended to about 300 nautical miles. 

(hi) UHF Link—A ,-adio relay facility opc ating m Ultra 
High Frequency Band. 

Civ) Beacons—These are radio trpnsmittei s operating m the 
MF band fiom 200 to 400 KHz radiating omn/directoi ally 
in the hovezontal plane. An aircraft equipped with a suitable 
cockpet instrument cun get its direction automatically with 
respect to it. 

(v) Remote Receivers.—These are radio receiving stations 
(HF Band) installed at remote sites away from factory/in¬ 
dustrial areas to avoid interfeience like manmade static etc.
